This is followed by information on 
courses — what kinds are available, how to apply for them, how 
cost and what living conditions are like. After this 
come a directory of subjects, lists of addresses, and more detailed 
information on such items as fees and entrance requirements; and 
finally an index of the subjects covered in the directory and of the 
main topics mentioned in the introductory articles. If you read the

The part of this book printed on coloured paper is an 
alphabetical Directory of Subjects. Under each subject university 
courses are shown first, followed by courses in technical colleges 
or other institutions. Subjects are grouped under main headings; 
if you cannot find the subject in which you are interested, consult 
the index, which will show you the heading under which it can 
be found. This section will give you an outline of the different 
levels at which your subject can be studied; you must now decide 
at what level you can fit into the system. 

To understand the system better, look at pages 37-41. These 
show the minimum qualifications needed to enter the various 
‘courses (but note the warning in black type on page 28) and 
the significance of the examinations to which the courses lead. 
At this stage you may possibly realise that you are not qualified 
for any of the courses. Remember that this book deals with Aigher

education; to qualify for entry you may need to study for prelimin- 
ary examinations in your own country or in courses in Britain 
leading to, for example, the General Certificate of Education 
(which are not listed in this book). If so, consult first your own 
educational authorities and then, if so advised, the nearest British 
Council office. You can find there information about courses at 
a lower level, many of which are listed in The Year Book of Technical 
Education, and courses in English language. 

It is unwise to come to Britain to take part-time courses. 
You should understand, too, that acceptance for a course 
in English does not imply acceptance afterwards for a 
more general course at a university or a college of further 
education. If you think of studying at any institution not 
listed either in the Year Book of Technical Education or in this 
handbook you are strongly advised to consult the nearest 
British Council office for full information about the courses 
offered, 

The costs of tuition and accommodation are indicated on 
Pages 43-48. Unless you qualify for a scholarship mentioned in this 
book, or listed in United Kingdom Postgraduate Awards or in Study 
Abroad (see the book list on page 8), it is unlikely that financial 
assistance from official sources will be available to you. It is most 
unwise to, begin studies in the United Kingdom unless you have 
funds to complete the full period of the course. 

Having chosen the course best suited to your career — a course 
which you are qualified and which you can afford—study 
Pages 41—43, which tell you how to apply for admission.

UNIVERSITIES 
OF THE UNITED KINGDOM 


by THE LORD JAMES OF RUSHOLME, M.A., D.PHIL.

THE UNIVERSITIES of the United Kingdom are independent 
institutions and do not come under the direct control of any central 
Ministry. They have been founded at differing times and against 
quite different backgrounds. It is natural, therefore, that there 
should be great variety among them, and generalisation about 
them is very difficult indeed. It is possible, however, to divide 
them into several main types, the members of which have elements 


in common, arising from their history and traditions. 


Oxford and Cambridge are by far the oldest universities, 
their origins going back for over seven hundred years. Their 
present pattern of organisation stems from the way in which they 
were founded by individual benefactors creating residential 
communities, the colleges, for groups of scholars. Today the 
university, of which the colleges remain as more or less autonomous 
parts, is gaining in importance through the necessity to provide 
many central facilities, such as laboratories, shared by the students 
of all colleges. The growth of central departments associated 
with particular subjects, and often of unsurpassed reputation, 
has contributed to the same tendency. Nevertheless, the life of 
the student at Oxford and Cambridge is still to a great extent 
centred on his or her college. It is by the college and not the 
university or the department that the student is selected. It is 
in the college buildings that he will live, at least for part of his 
course. It is the college that arranges his programme of work, 
and very often he will be taught mainly by senior members of 
his own college, and it is the college which provides the centre 
of his social life. 

The university most closely akin to Oxford and Cambridge 
is also one of the oldest of the other universities, Durham, founded 
in 1832, where a modified collegiate system exists. The other 
English universities are created on quite a different pattern and 
have quite different origins. The University of London is the 
oldest of them, and is unique in several ways. It had its origin 
in the foundation of University College in 1826 and King’s College 
in 1829, but neither of these was a residential college in the Oxford 


sense. By a long and complex process of growth and development 
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the University of London as it now exists has become by far the 
largest of British universities. It embraces under a unified adminis- 
tration a large number of separate institutions, many of great 
distinction in their own right. It includes thirteen medical schools, 
and among its other constituents are the Imperial College of 
Science and Technology and the London School of Economics, as 
well as the first foundations, University College and King’s College. 
It also includes a number of specifically postgraduate centres. All 
these institutions share common degrees, and London degrees are 
also available to a very large number of external students. London 


is alone among the universities in awarding degrees to external 
students, 


From the middle years of the nineteenth century a variety 
of social and economic forces led to the creation of a succession 
of civic universities, the majority of them in the larger provincial 
cities, Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, Birmingham and others. 
This process continued into the present century, and it is only 
within the last ten years that the most recent of these foundations 
(Leicester) has received full university status, for in their early 
years the civic universities did not award their own degrees but 
Prepared their students for those of London University. These 
civic universities (the *Redbrick' universities as they are often 
unfortunately called) differ very markedly in their organisation 
from the pattern of Oxford and Cambridge, and from the unique 
Structure of London, Beginning as centres of learning for a particular 
locality, it is only comparatively recently that they have begun 
to provide residence for their students, although once the necessity 
iE desirability of doing so was realised some of them (for example 
Reading) have created a degree of residence actually higher 
than that at Oxford and Cambridge, and all of them are developing 
pru residential side with all the resources at their disposal. (Ву 
residence’ in this context is meant living in a college or hall. of 
residence closely associated with the university and supervised by it.)

Nevertheless for the civic 
Nniversity, the ‘hall of residence’ does not fulfil the same role 
as the college at the older universities. The dominant feature 
of academic life at the civic universities is the department, and over 
is Past fifty years many of them have built up departments, often 
associated with great scholars, which are of international reputation. 
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It is by the department that the student is admitted, and it is there 
that he has his teaching. For his social life he looks to a central 
Students’ Union, although in a few of the civic universities the 
growth of halls of residence is beginning to provide a new orientation 
for the students’ non-academic activities. 

Four of the Scottish universities are much older than any English 
universities, other than Oxford and Cambridge. St. Andrews, 
with its residential colleges, bears a good deal of resemblance to 
Oxford, Cambridge and Durham. But the others have never 
favoured the residential principle, and the independence which 
they allow their students outside the lecture room is more like 
that of a continental university. Here, as in the English civic 
universities, the reputation of the university rests on the creation 
of great individual departments. 

The University of Wales is a federal organisation of which the 
university colleges in Cardiff, Aberystwyth, Swansea and Bangor 
are constituents. In their organisation and approach they are 
similar to the English civic universities, as is the Queen’s University 
of Belfast, in Northern Ireland. 

There is another group of universities, all created since the war 
and nearly all very recently indeed. The first of these was the 
University of Keele (1949), which is exceptional in a number of 
Although without a collegiate structure, it has, aimed to 
secure some of the advantages of that organisation by remaining a 
comparatively small and entirely residential community, and it 
still only has 1,100 students. It is the only English university where 
all students have a four-year course, although this is common in 
Scotland. For a number of years Kecle remained the only wholly 
post-war foundation. From 1959 onwards, however, no less than 
eight new universities have emerged. Sussex is now in its fifth year 
of existence, East Anglia and York took their first students in 1963, 
and Essex, Kent at Canterbury, Lancaster and Warwick have 
opened since then. The University of Strathclyde in Glasgow was 
established in 1964, following the amalgamation of the Royal 
College of Science and Technology and the Scottish College of 
Commerce. The sixth and seventh universities for Scotland will 
shortly be added, at Stirling and Dundee (the latter deriving from 
the Queen's College of the University of St. Andrews). A second 
university for Northern Ireland is also being planned, at Coleraine 
near Londonderry. Unlike new foundations in the past, these new 
universities are being given full university status from the start. 
devising their own curricula and awarding their own degrees. Their 
foundation is providing the opportunity for a number of experiments.

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Most of them are developing new kinds of course; they are all 
determined to provide a considerable proportion of residence, and 
in one or two cases they are aiming to develop a collegiate system 
which, although in some ways it is very different from that of Oxford 
and Cambridge, owes a good deal to it, and may provide a com- 
promise between that system and the departmental organisation 
of the civic universities. 

Finally, following the recommendations of the Robbins Com- 
mittee, a group of already existing institutions are becoming 
universities. These are the ten Colleges of Advanced Technology 
in England and Wales (see pages 250-251) and Heriot-Watt 
College in Edinburgh}. These are large institutions whose standards 
of teaching and research have been rising rapidly over the past few 
years. Although the bias of their studies is clearly towards science and 
technology, they are developing programmes in the Social Sciences 
and in appropriate arts subjects to widen the curricula which they 
offer, 

If one turns from the history and general character of the 
universities to consider the methods of teaching which they узе, 
again one finds considerablé variety. Oxford and Cambridge 
have traditionally placed great emphasis on the tutorial, in which 
the student meets his tutor at least once a week, either alone or 
with one or two other students, to read and discuss an essay which 
he produces. The emphasis here is on a personal relationship 
between the student and a teacher, a relationship which may 
Well be social as well as academic. At the other end of the scale, 
the traditional method of teaching at the Scottish universities 
is by the Prepared lecture, often to very large audiences, and 
the English civic universities have, in general, followed this pattern. 

recent years the extremes have been coming more closely 
together. At Oxford and Cambridge lectures have become more 
important, although they are voluntary and some students go 
(0 comparatively few, On the other hand many departments 
In civic universities are using more personal methods of teaching 
to an increasing extent. Even if comparatively few use the tutorial 
in its Oxford sense, seminars, in which discussions are held in 
groups of ten or fifteen students, are becoming very much more 
common. 'The next few years will undoubtedly see a good deal 
of. experiment in teaching methods. Some of the newer 
Universities are reaffirming the value of the tutorial, with the 
Personal contact which it gives, and its emphasis on the quality 
9f thought rather than the accumulation of information. It may

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well be that the number of formal compulsory lectures, on which 
some universities insist, will decline. 

In relation to teaching it may be worthwhile to say a word 
concerning the grades of staff. A young teacher becomes an assistant 
lecturer, a probationary appointment which lasts up to three years. 
Above this is the lecturer, who may in time become a senior lecturer. 
The status of professor is reserved for the most senior of British 
university teachers, who constitute about one in eight of the total. 
The title of reader is an ambiguous one. In status it comes between 
senior lecturer and professor and may be given either to a 
distinguished research worker or to the head of a small department. 
In British universities the position of Chancellor is simply an 
honorary one. The Vice-Chancellor, or sometimes Principal, is 
the administrative head of the university, the Registrar being 
concerned with academic administration and the Bursar with 
buildings and finance. Here again, however, there is great variety 
between universities, and this very simplified picture, although 
generally accurate, pays no attention to the variations of individual 
institutions. А 

In the important field of the curriculum there is probably 
more similarity between individual universities than in most other 
matters. The competition for entry to almost all British universities 
is now so severe that most students study for honours degrees, 
although there are some fields where honours are not given. 
The majority of students enter at about 18 years old. The exact 
qualifications for entry differ somewhat from university to university 
and even from faculty to faculty within one university. In general, 
however, the candidate’s performance in the General Certificate 
of Education (or the corresponding Scottish or Northern Irish 
examination) and his previous record are the determining factors, 
supplemented in many cases by a personal interview. Once admitted, 
the student usually follows a degree course of three years centred 
round a single subject, or field of study, although subsidiary subjects 
often have to be taken for part of the course. In nearly all universi- 
ties, however, there are moves to broaden the structure of degree 
courses, and make it possible to obtain honours degrees in a combina- 
tion of subjects. At some of the new universities more radical 
experiments are being attempted. At Keele the first, or ‘foundation’, 
year is taken by all students whatever their special interest, and seeks 
to give them a broad view of western civilisation, while the degree 
course itself involves the study of subjects from at least two distinct 
fields of knowledge. A course of four years, instead of the usual three. 
is necessary for this experiment. In some of the newer universities 
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degree courses that are both broad and synthetic are being created, 
in such fields as European studies. These innovations are an attempt 
by the universities to meet one of the two conflicting pressures to 
which their curricula are subjected, the need to provide a greater 
breadth of experience to counteract the fragmentation of knowledge 
which is generally regarded as being one of the dangers of the con- 
temporary intellectual scene. On the other hand they are also faced 
with the need to go ever more deeply into narrower fields so that 
some of their students may be in a position to contribute to that dis- 
covery of new knowledge which it is one of the greatest aims of every 
university to promote. In order to make this possible, while still 
Preserving a three-year degree course, there is a growing tendency 
to follow the American pattern, and for postgraduate degrees 
to be given partly or wholly on advanced course work, and not 
as hitherto almost entirely for research. But whatever the variations 
in curriculum, perhaps the most remarkable uniformity in British 
universities is in the standard of their first degrees. The use of 
external examiners ensures that, whatever the differences between 
kinds of university or between individual institutions, the B.A. 
or B.Sc. means roughly the same thing, wherever it is obtained, 
and does not vary in standard in the way that it does in some 
countries, 


It has been said that British universities are not controlled 
by any Ministry. They do, nevertheless, derive by far the greater 
Proportion of their income from public funds. It is a proportion 
that has been steadily increasing, and today over three-quarters 
of their day-to-day income and a much greater proportion of 
their capital expenditure comes from the Treasury. (The Colleges 
of Advanced Technology received their finance first from local 
education authorities and more recently from the Ministry of 
Education (now the Department of Education and Science).) 
When it is remembered that the great majority of British students 
are partly or wholly maintained by public money, 1t 1s clear that the 
universities are very largely dependent upon the State, and this 
is true of them all, even although the individual colleges of Oxford 
and Cambridge are financially autonomous in matters which 
Concern themselves alone. It is remarkable, in the light of this 
Situation, how successful the universities have been in retaining 
their autonomy in most vital matters. That this has been possible 
is largely due to the existence of the University Grants Committee. 
This Committee, appointed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
has a full-time chairman, who has always been a distinguished 
member of the academic world, and about twenty unpaid members, 
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the majority of whom are themselves active university teachers. 
The administrative staff, of course, consists of full-time civil 
servants. This body assesses the financial needs of the universities 
and allocates to individual universities the money made available 
by the Government both for running expenses and for capital 
projects, the recurrent grant being fixed on a quinquennial basis. 
Because this Committee is predominantly academic in character it 
has had the confidence of the universities, and there is no doubt that 
it has, in fact, been strikingly successful as a means of allocating large 
sums of public money without interfering with the freedom of 
universities to teach and research in ways that seem appropriate to 
themselves. 

With the very large amounts of money now involved in financing 
the universities, and particularly in view of the massive expansion 
of university numbers, which was its central recommendation, the 
Robbins Committee on Higher Education (1963) considered that 
the direct responsibility of the University Grants Committee to the 
Treasury was no longer desirable. The Committee recommended a 
Ministry responsible for universitics and for science, quite separate 
from the existing Ministry of Education. In fact, however, the 
Government of the day decided not to accept this particular recom- 
mendation, although retaining the University Grants Committee, to 
the existence of which, as a buffer between the institutions and 
Government, university opinion attaches so much importance. The 
administrative structure that now exists is that there is one Depart- 
ment of Education and Science under a Secretary of State, while 
under him are two Ministers, one having particular responsibility 
for universities and scientific development, the other being con- 
cerned with the provision of all other kinds of education. It is with 
this Department that the University Grants Committee, and 
through it the universities, are now concerned, у 

As regards the internal government of universities, we again 
find that in this, as jn so many other ways, there is the greatest 
diversity between Oxford and Cambridge on the one hand and 
other universities on the other. The whole field is a very complex 
one, made more difficult by the different names which various 
universities use to describe their various governing bodies. But 
the essential difference between Oxford and Cambridge and 
the other universities is a simple one. In the older institutions, 
control, whether in the individual colleges or at the university 
level, is exercised entirely by the academics themselves, whereas 
in the civic universities outside laymen, albeit interested and 
knowledgeable laymen, sit on their courts and councils. The 
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most general pattern is for the affairs of the university to be run 
by a council, usually containing some academics but a majority 
of laymen. On academic affairs (e.g. appointments and curricula) 
this council normally accepts the decisions of a senate, consisting 
of the professors together with a proportion of non-professorial 
members which varies from university to university, but which 
is usually small. Below these bodies are faculty boards, covering 
groups of subjects, and a multiplicity of committees which make 
recommendations on specific questions of detail. 

In most universities two tendencies are at present discernible 
as regards their internal government. The first is to increase the 
Proportion of academic members on the councils or other ultimate 
governing bodies. The second is to associate non-professorial 
members of the universities more closely with their government. 
Both these tendencies can be seen in the plans of some of the 
newest universities. 

This, then, is a short account of the British universities as they 
are today. They have changed radically in the past half-century. 
Today, for example, all universities are open to men and women 
оп equal terms, although the individual colleges at Oxford and 
Cambridge, apart from some of the newer foundations for post- 
graduate studies, are for one sex only. Now there is no doubt that 
they have embarked on an era of still greater change and expansion, 
the need'for which was made abundantly clear in the report of 
the Robbins Committee on Higher Education. They are subject 
to two intense pressures. The first is the pressure of sheer numbers. 
At present, British universities are very highly selective, perhaps 
more so than any others, and the proportion of students who fail 
to graduate is therefore comparatively low. Now not only an 
Increase in actual population but also factors such as increased 
Prosperity and widening opportunity are multiplying dramatically 
the number of qualified young men and women who seck to enter 
the universities. The other pressure is that of new knowledge, 
which it is the function of the universities both to transmit and 
to help to create, a pressure which will undoubtedly have consider- 
able effects on their curricula and on their methods of teaching. 

, Throughout these changes it is probable that the British 
universities will maintain their essential characteristics, characteri- 
3ücs which are common in varying degree to them all, whatever 
the differences in organisation and methods between individual 
Institutions. To attempt to summarise these characteristics is very 
difficult, but most people would agree that British universities 
Stand for academic freedom as a primary necessity, although to 
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interpret that phrase exactly is more difficult than is sometimes 
supposed. They believe that they should have liberty to choose 
their own students and devise their own courses and, more 
important, that those who work in them should be free to ‘follow 
the argument where it leads,’ that is to say to teach what they 
themselves believe to be true, and pursue the lines of research 
which seem significant to them. 

Secondly, they stand for very high intellectual standards. The 
ideas discussed in them and the mental effort they demand are 
rigorous and uncompromising. It is their hope that a significant 
proportion of their students will be able themselves to make some 
original contribution to knowledge. Thirdly, the student is expected 
to be able to work independently, to use library and laboratory 
for himself, and to organise his work and time without too much 
direction. ми ^e. 

Lastly, it is an element in the British tradition that there should 
be personal contact between teacher and taught, although this 
is an ideal that is by no means universally accepted or uniformly 
realised. It is this, however, which in part justifies the very favourable 
staffing ratio that British universities"enjoy. The close relationship 
between teacher and student is one aspect of a deeper conception. 
Ideally, we believe, a university should be a community. It should 
not be simply a place where information is purveyed, or even where 
new knowledge is discovered, but one where by living, talking 
and learning together, by the common exploration of difficult 
and often original ideas in an atmosphere of freedom, men and 
women may increase not only in knowledge but in wisdom. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION AND 
THE TECHNICAL COLLEGES

TECHNICAL COLLEGES in Britain are complex institutions. They 
offer courses in many subjects at various levels for a variety of 
qualifications; not only in technical subjects such as those required 
for craft, technician and professional grades in industry, but also 
in subjects needed for commercial and professional occupations. 
They are not restricted to vocational education ; many have students 
taking courses in general subjects, the arts and pure sciences, some- 
times to postgraduate levels. Some offer courses, mainly in the 
evening, in subjects related to leisure rather than work, such as 
appreciation of the arts, dressmaking, pottery and film-making. 
In general, however, most courses are more closely related to the 
Student's future vocation than they are in the universities. 

There is not only a wide variety and choice of subjects, but also 
of the ways in which they may be studied. Courses may be offered 
in evening classes on one or more evenings a weck; in part-time 
day classes for which students may be released with pay by their 
employers on one or more days a weck; in block release classes 
in which students may be released with pay by their employcrs to 
attend full-time for a number of wecks at the colleze; or they may 
be short courses, lasting a few days or weeks. Most colleges provide 
two types of course more appropriate for overscas students: full- 
ume courses lasting one or more academic years (in technical 
subjects courses normally last two years to intermediate level and 
a further two years to the higher level); and ‘sandwich’ courses, 
which combine training in industry and full-time education in 
college. Students taking sandwich courses spend about half of 
each year of the course in college and the remainder of each year 
in industry, or one year of the course in industry and the other 
years full-time in college. There are other types of sandwich course 
but these two are the most common. Students attending sandwich 
Courses may be ‘industry-based’ or ‘college-based’. The industry- 
based student is employed by industry and released to attend the 
college part of the course. The college-based student attends as a 
college student and is generally helped by the college to find 
employment for the industrial training part of the course. It is 
Sometimes rather difficult to arrange the industrial training for 
an overseas student. Nevertheless many overseas students have

obtained qualifications by attending sandwich courses and thereby 
obtained both academic and industrial training. 

Technical education in Britain had its origins in the Mechanics’ 
Institutes of the early nineteenth century, where the mechanics 
employed in industry could improve their general education and 
gain some information about the technical background of their 
work by attendance at evening classes. It has been traditional 
since then that the practical training of craftsmen is given *on the 
job’ in industry, while colleges concentrate on the technical and 
theoretical aspects of a craft or vocation and provide general 
education. Colleges have well equipped workshops and their 
courses include practical work; but this is generally meant to fill 
the gaps in industrial training. Overseas students have sometimes 
been disappointed to find that a college course for an industrial 
trade such as that of electrician or fitter has provided only part of 


the necessary practical training. 
Industrial training and technical education are, however, 


becoming more closely related, particularly in the case of sandwich 
courses, which are generally of an advanced nature. This co- 
operation will be strengthened at all levels as a result of the Indus- 
trial Training Act, passed in 1964. Industrial Training Boards are 
being established for all the major industries, together with a 
Central Training Council to advise the Minister of Labour on 
gencral issues. The Boards include representatives of industry and 
education and should therefore lead to a closer association between 
industry and the colleges, and to a more closely integrated system 
of education and training at all levels. Some colleges have also 
appointed a staff member for Industrial Liaison purposes. 

The variety of courses provided by technical colleges has been 
mentioned. More detail is now given about some of them, in order 
to indicate the range of work covered; this is by no means a com- 
prehensive guide to the whole field of work in the colleges. 

Craft or Trade courses provide training for apprentices to a 
wide range of work such as carpentry, bricklaying, sheet тега (А » :

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There is also great variety of courses at a similar level in com- 
mercial subjects such as shorthand, typewriting and bookkeeping. 
For these the Royal Society of Arts and other examining bodies set 
examinations, in the same way as the City and Guilds of London 
Institute provides for technical subjects. 

Courses of a higher standard, for technicians, are provided by 
many colleges. The technician grade cannot be easily defined. 
Technicians are required in great numbers in industry to give 
support to the professional and graduate grades. The technician 
needs a deeper knowledge of theory than the craftsman, though 
not such detailed and comprehensive scientific knowledge as is 
necessary in the higher grades. The admission standard for a 
technicians’ course is higher than for trade courses. At present 
courses for technicians are generally part-time day or evening 
courses; there are, however, some block release courses, and some 
colleges are considering the possibility of offering sandwich or full- 
time courses for technician examinations. 

National Certificate courses were introduced in 1921 in Mechani- 
cal Engineering and are now available in many other subjects, 
including other branches of Engineering, Sciences, Business Studies 
and Building. The entry requirement is a General Certificate of Edu- 
cation at Ordinary Level in appropriate subjects, or its equivalent. 
Part-time day, evening or block release courses lead to the Ordinary 
National Certificate after two years and to the Higher National 
Certificate after a further two years. The courses, which include 
theoretical work in science and mathematics, are controlled by 
Joint Committees, including members of the Professional Institu- 
tions concerned, the Department of Education and Science or the 
Scottish Education Department, and the colleges. These courses 
have provided for many years a route by part-time study to member- 
ship of some of the professional bodies, such as the engineering 
Institutions. In recent years, however, some Institutions have 
found it necessary to raise their admission standards to such an 
extent that it has become increasingly difficult to reach the required 
а ndard by part-time study. It is therefore doubtful whether 
National Certificates will in future lead to membership of Pro- 
fessional Institutions. These certificates are, however, highly regarded 
intheirown rightas qualifications for technicians or higher technicians. 

National Diploma courses are the full-time or sandwich counter- 
Parts of National Certificate courses, with similar entry standards. 
The courses for an Ordinary National Diploma generally last two 
years, for a Higher National Diploma two or three years. | The 
entry requirement for a Higher National Diploma course is an 
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Ordinary National Certificate or Diploma or a General Certificate 
of Education at Advanced level in the appropriate subjects, with 
supporting subjects at Ordinary level. Many overseas students take 
National Diploma courses, which provide a sound practical and 
theoretical training to nearly pass degree standard in the subjects 
taken. A list of the subjects in which Higher National Diplomas and 
Certificates are available is given on page 34. c 

Degree courses may be taken in some technical colleges in 
subjects such as Economics, Science, Pharmacy, Enginecring and 
Law. A number also provide postgraduate courses and research 
facilities for students wishing to take higher degrees such as M.A., 
M.Sc. or Ph.D. Most degree courses in colleges have until recently 
led to degrees of the University of London, for which students are 
registered as external students (some of the London colleges have 
a special relationship with the University which enables candidates 
to be registered as internal students). There is, however, a new and 
increasingly important way in which colleges may provide degree 
courses. 

As a result of the Report submitted to the Government in 1963 
by a Committee on Higher Education under the Chairmanship 
of Lord Robbins, a. Council for National Academic Awards 
(C.N.A.A.) was established by Royal Charter 11 т964. This 
Council was set up to award degrees for approved courses in colleges 
which are unable to award their own degrees. It has succeeded the 
National Council for T echnological Awards, which awarded 
Diplomas in Technology at a standard equivalent to honours 
degrees. The new Council, which includes members from industry 
and commerce, from the colleges, universities and professional 
institutions, has wider functions. It can award degrees at Ordinary 
and at Honours level, and is not restricted to technology. Thus 
it can award the degree of B.A. or B.Sc. for subjects such as Business 
Studies, Mathematics and Social Sciences. In addition the Council 
is empowered to award the higher degrees of M.A., M.Sc., or 
Ph.D., for postgraduate study or research. Courses for C.N.A.A. 
degrees may be full-time or sandwich; provision is also made for 
awards following part-time study, though at present no colleges 
are offering such part-time courses for C.N.A.A. degrees. The 
entry requirement for a C.N.A.A. degree course is a good National 
Certificate or Diploma or General Certificate of Education with at 
least two subjects at Advanced Level, or education to an equivalent 
1, C.N.A.A. degree courses may only be offered in colleges 
ed by the Council. Once a course is approved the college is 
ble for the conduct of the course and for the examinations, 
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for which it appoints external examiners to assist in maintaining 
the standards of the degree. 

The establishment of the Council for National Academic Awards 

has given the colleges considerable freedom to devise new kinds of 
degree courses. Some of these arc related to vocational needs such as 
the new sandwich courses for the B.A. degree in Business Studies; 
others are intended to meet the needs of modern industry and 
business for good all-rounders rather than specific specialists. There 
are, for example, degrees in Engineering with Commerce and 
Mathematics with Business ; another is proposed in European 
Studies. 
Р An account of the work done in technical colleges would be 
incomplete without a reference to the many courses provided in 
foremanship, management, work study and so on. Some of these 
courses, which may be part-time, full-time or sandwich, or short 
residential courses, lead to qualifications such as diplomas or certi- 
ficates, For instance, a few colleges provide a course for the nation- 
ally-recognised Diploma in Management Studies. This is an 
advanced course for university graduates or holders of high technical 
or professional qualifications. 

In England and Wales the technical colleges fall into three 
groups, according to the standard of the courses which they provide. 
At the top come the Regional Colleges of Technology, then, in 
descending order, Area Colleges and Local Colleges. There can,

There are at present twenty-five regional colleges. They under- 
take a substantial amount of work at advanced level, including 
degree and postgraduate courses, and some have facilities for 
research. Their students are recruited from all over Britain and 
from overseas. These colleges train senior technicians, technologists, 
and those aiming at professional status in the technical and com- 
mercial fields. 

The area colleges, of which there is a much greater number, 
Peo ne courses for Higher National Certificates and other courses 
ог technicians; some of them also have courses leading to Higher 
National Diplomas and degrees.

Local colleges provide courses of a lower standard in general 
education, commerce, and for industrial trades and crafts.

The new Diploma in Art and Design, for 
which the leading colleges offer courses, has replaced the former 
National Diploma in Design, in four areas of study—Fine Art, 
Graphic Design, Three Dimensional Design and Textiles/Fashion. 
The diploma is approximately equivalent to a university degree and 
the entry standard is equivalent to that for degree courses. Liberal 
Studies and the History of Art play an important part in all these 
courses. .

This present system will, however, c 
levels by proposals announced in May 1966. It is planned to develop 


a limited number of ‘Polytechnics’, academic centres forming a 
distinctive sector of higher education complementary to the 
universities and colleges of education. They will deal with a wide 
variety of subjects, and will have close and direct links with industry, 
business and the professions. Most of these polytechnics will 
probably be based on existing regional colleges of technology, in 
some cases combined with a neighbouring college of art or commerce. 

Teachers in technical colleges are recruited from a great many 
sources, ranging from universities to industry. The technical colleges 
of education enable such people to obtain training in teaching. 
These colleges provide one year full-time courses (and four-term 
sandwich courses for those already engaged in teaching), together 
with many short courses of value to the technical teacher. 

Most of this account of technical education applies to the whole 
of the United Kingdom, apart from the description of the various 
categories of colleges. In Scotland the pattern of technical education 
is broadly similar; but the place of the Regional Colleges is taken 
there by the Central Institutions, which in general are largely 


concerned with advanced work. One of these, the Heriot-Watt 
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College in Edinburgh, has become a university. In Northern 
Ireland too the pattern of technical education resembles that in 
England and Wales, with a similar range of courses and qualifica- 
tions available for technical and commercial education. 

As has been shown, it is one of the main functions of technical 
colleges to provide training for specific vocations. It is therefore 
essential for them to keep in close touch with industry and commerce. 
This is done not only through the Industrial Training Boards 
mentioned above. Many colleges include representatives of industry, 
professional institutions, and commerce in their governing bodies 
and in their advisory committees for individual departments. These 
committees are consulted about equipment, the content of courses, 
and other matters concerning a department’s work. Teachers in 
the colleges are frequently consulted by industry on technical 
matters and the interchange of knowledge and ideas between indus- 
try and the colleges helps to secure a close relationship to the benefit 
of the colleges. . 

The pattern of technical education, as described in this article, 
may seem to an overseas reader to be very complicated. This is 
because the provision is so very comprehensive. It is meant. to 
satisfy the needs of individuals and industries, of isolated localities, 
larger regions and the country as a whole, at all levels—from the 
Pre-craft to the postgraduate—and in varying modes—evening, 
Part-time day, sandwich and full-time courses. Overseas students 
trying to find their way through this maze may find the following 
advice helpful :—

(b) Remember that many courses are geared to apprenticeship 
and other long-term training periods; short concentrated 
versions of such courses are rarely available. Sandwich 
courses with periods in industry present special difficulties 
to overseas students who are not employees of firms in the 
United Kingdom. . 

(c) Detailed information in this handbook concerning colleges 
and courses does not cover the whole range of the provision 
outlined above; it is limited in general to advanced studies 
requiring as entry qualifications G.C.E. at ‘A’ level, in 
appropriate subjects, or an equivalent such as O.N.C., or 
certain overseas qualifications. . 

(4) Write for full details to the college which you think may 
meet your need. Satisfy yourself you have the right entry 
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qualifications and if in doubt on this point do not hesitate 
to ask the college authorities. 

(e) Make sure that you have a firm promise of admission to a 
college before leaving your own country; do not leave such

Universities provide undergraduate courses, which normally lead 


to a first degree, and also offer opportunities for postgraduate work, 
which usually involves preparation for a higher degree or diploma 
but does not necessarily do so. 

(a) Undergraduate courses normally lead to the degree of Bachelor 
(of Arts, Medicine, Science, etc.), but not all degrees which have 
the title of ‘Bachelor’ are first degrees, and at the four older Scottish 
universities the first degree in Arts is called Master of Arts, and 
corresponds to the English B.A. . . 

First degree courses in Arts and Science (which generally last 
for three or four years) are of two main kinds: those in which the 
student specialises with some intensity, and those which allow 
him to spread his studies over a wider field but less intensively. 
Universities use different names to describe the degrees to which 
these two types of course lead. The degree obtained at the end 
of a specialised course in a single subject is usually called a degree 
with Honours, although in some universities it may be called a 
Special degree (Special degrees are usually awarded with Honours) ; 
in addition, at some of the universities which offer specialised courses 
leading to degrees in two subjects, the term Joint (or Combined) 
degree is used to distinguish them from single-subject degrees (here 
again the word Honours is sometimes also included in the description 
of the degree). The degree obtained at the end of the more general 
course is usually called either an Ordinary or a General degree 
(in some universities General degrees may be awarded with 
Honours). Some of the newer universities have organised their 
degree courses differently from those of the older established 
universities; a statement about the courses provided by these 
newer universities is given on page 54.

As will be seen from the list above, most higher degrees have 
the title of Master or Doctor but there are some with the title of Bachelor. The 
whole apparatus of degrees is so complex that prospective students should refer 
to the officers or publications of the university concerned to interpret its relation 


-to their own needs. 
TECHNICAL COLLEGES AND COLLEGES OF COMMERCE 


A general description of the work in technical colleges is given 
on pages 20-27. This handbook deals only with those courses for 
which the entrance qualification is at least a General Certificate of 
Education at Advanced level or a comparable technical qualifica- 
tion. Such courses are given in those colleges in England and 
Wales which are designated as Regional Colleges and, in Scotland, 
in the Central Institutions (see pages 24 and 25 respectively); other 
technical colleges offer some advanced courses. 

Advanced courses in business and other commercial subjects 
are provided cither in separate colleges of commerce or, more often, 
in departments of technical colleges. * 

Advanced courses vary in length from one to four or five years, 
according to their nature and the proportion of his time which the 
student is required to spend in college: they may be full-time, 
‘sandwich’ or part-time. ‘Sandwich’ courses are courses in which 


periods of full-time study in college alternate with periods of full- 
time experience in industry (see also page 20). Part-time courses, 
in which the student may spend only the evenings in college, are 
not listed in this handbook, as they are not suitable for students 


from overseas.

The Diplomas (H.N.D.) are awarded for the successful com- 
pletion of full-time and sandwich courses, lasting from two 
to four years; the Certificates (H.N.C.) after part-time 
courses. The H.N.D. courses nearly reach the standard of 
university pass degree work in the subjects chosen; the 
H.N.C., because of the limitations of working part-time, 
demands a somewhat lower standard on a narrower front. 
(National Diplomas and Certificates arc also awarded at 
Ordinary level; these approach the standard of G.C.E. 
Advanced level.)

‘There are advanced diplomas awarded on a national 
basis, but not at present under the Higher National Diploma 
scheme, in Agriculture, Bakery, Hotel Keeping and Cater- 
ing, and Management Studies. (Part-time certificate 
courses are also available in the last subject.) 

Most technical colleges also provide full-time courses of less 
advanced standards, leading to Ordinary National Certificates 
and Diplomas and other qualifications such as those of the City 
and Guilds of London Institute and the Royal Society of Arts (see 
Pages 22-23). The minimum age of entry is 16. These courses аге 
Outside the scope of this handbook. — 


COLLEGES OF ART, MUSIC AND DRAMA : 

Most advanced courses in art lead, with certain exceptions 
shown under individual schools on WM 68-69, to the Diploma in 
Art and Design. A few of these courses are given in art departments 
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of technical colleges; others in separate colleges of art. This Diploma 
which is obtained after a three-year full-time course, MEER UR 
to a university degree. Most students need one or more years of 
full-time art study after leaving school to reach the standard of 
artistic ability expected for admission to a Diploma course. 

In Scotland regional art colleges provide four or five-year 
courses leading to Diplomas in Drawing and Painting, Sculpture 
Design and Crafts, and Architecture, which are recognised by TE 
Scottish Education Department. 

Courses in colleges and academies of music and drama vary in 
length according to the subject studied and the kind of professional

TEACHER TRAINING 
In England and Wales, facilities for the training of teachers are 


principally provided in two types of institution. 

First, there are some 160 colleges of education (formerly known 
as ‘teacher training colleges’). These provide three-year courses for 
students who will later work either as general teachers in primary ог 
secondary schools or as specialist teachers of certain subjects, such 
al education or home economics, in secondary schools. In 
he personal higher education of the student goes on at 
the same time as his training for teaching; he studies one or two 
main subjects of his own choice intensively throughout the course 
as well as such subjects as child development and the principles of 
teaching. He spends part of the course in schools, putting theory 
into practice. The entrance qualification for a three-year course is 
a General Certificate of Education, in five subjects, preferably with 
at least one subject at Advanced level. 

Secondly, there are the university departments of education 
which provide one-year courses of initial teacher training for ЕЕ; 
of degrees. These are mainly intended for students who intend to 
teach, in secondary schools, the subject or subjects in which they 
have taken their degree. The courses consist of professional studies 
in subjects such as the principles of education, educational psycho- 
logy and the methods of teaching, and include teaching practice 
in schools. Similar one-year courses for university graduates are 
offered in some thirty colleges of education. 

All of these courses lead to a diploma or certificate of education 
which qualifies the holder to teach in schools maintained by the 
education authorities. At present university graduates are not 
obliged to take such a certificate course in order to teach; but it is

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a declared aim of national policy that they should do so, and the 
majority of graduates who intend to teach already take a course 
of teacher training. 

There are in addition a few colleges which specialise in the 
training of teachers of particular subjects. Four of them train 
teachers of technical or commercial subjects; these offer one-year 
courses for students aged at least 25 who hold university degrees or 
other relevant qualifications and who have had wide industrial or 
commercial experience. There are also specialist colleges for the 
training of teachers of physical education and home economics 
(domestic science), and colleges which provide special courses for 
the training of teachers of art, music and drama. 

All of the teacher training establishments in England and Wales, 
including the university departments of education and the specialist 
colleges, are grouped in area training organisations, known as 
Institutes of Education. The Institutes co-ordinate the courses of 
initial training provided in their areas and also, together with the 
university departments, serve as centres of advanced study in 
education; most offer special one-year courses for trained and 
experienced teachers, to enable them to make a study in depth of 
some particular topic or to fit themselves for posts of higher res- 
Ponsibility, 

A recent development in teacher training is the institution аза 
first degree of Bachelor of Education (B.Ed.), which will enable 
Selected students in colleges of education to work for a degree of the 
university with which their college is linked. Several universities 

ave announced plans for the award of this degree; details were 
still being worked out when this book went to press. 

The system of teacher training in Scotland differs in some respects 
from that in England and Wales. All male teachers must be uni- 
versity graduates or specialists with equivalent qualifications, and 
all those who intend to teach in publicly-maintained schools, 
whether graduates or not, must complete a course of professional 
training at a college of education. The departments of education 
of the Scottish universities do not provide courses of initial teacher 
training. For graduates the colleges provide a one-year course; 
Other students complete a three-year course, as in England. There 
are eight general colleges of education, three specialist colleges for 
teachers of home economics and one college for women teachers 
of physical education. 

In Northern Ireland there are four colleges of education, one si 
Which specialises in physical education. There are also colleges о 
art and domestic science, with training departments. Courses 
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normally last one year for graduates and holders of diplomas in 
art, three years for non-graduates intending to teach in primary 
schools and for specialists in home economics and physical educa- 
tion, and four years for other non-graduates intending to teach in 
secondary schools. The Queen’s University, Belfast, provides a 
one-year course for graduates similar to those provided by the 


English universities. 


RESIDENTIAL COLLEGES FOR ADULT EDUCATION 
There are eleven long-term residential colleges, primarily for 
students from workers’ or other adult educational organisations. 
They aim to give adults, and especially workers in industry, 
opportunities for full-time, non-vocational education. Students are 
ostly over 20 years of age and may have had little or no 
secondary education of an academic kind before they started work. 
The usual courses of study last for one or two years, though applica- 
tions for shorter periods are considered. Economic and social 
studies predominate, but most courses include philosophy, literature 
and the arts. Details of courses and fees, with the addresses of the 
colleges, are given on pages 245-247. У 
There are also thirty-two short-term residential colleges which 
offer courses varying in length from a week-end to three months. 
These colleges are often aided and in some cases are directly 
financed by local education authorities; some are sponsored by 
voluntary organisations, others by universities. The fees vary 
considerably; a week-end may cost little over £2. Most of the 
colleges are in the countryside and some are in buildings of historic 
interest. Their courses deal with such subjects as current affairs, 
social problems, music, drama, arts and crafts, local history, 


literature, economics, and science. 
The short courses give students from overseas an opportunity 


of added experience and enjoyment, at week-ends or during vaca- 
tions, while pursuing full-time studies elsewhere. Details are 
available from College Wardens (addresses on page 272) or in 
the booklet Residential Short Courses, published at 1s. 6d. by the 
National Institute of Adult Education, 35 Queen Anne Street, 


London, W.1. 


ADMISSION OF STUDENTS FROM OVERSEAS 
Overseas students are eligible to apply for admission, on the 
same footing as British students, to almost all the courses listed in 
this handbook, provided they have the necessary qualifications 
А few courses are restricted to people already working in a profession 
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or in other ways; where this is the case, details are given in the 
relevant entry. 

There is a growing number of courses specially designed for 
students from overseas. These cover a wide range of subjects, but 
special emphasis is placed on practical subjects in which there is a 
demand for advanced training facilities, for example in the econo- 
mic, social and administrative fields. The courses are primarily 
intended for candidates from developing countries and most are 
for students of senior graduate or professional level with several 
years’ working experience. A schedule of these courses, entitled 
Training in Britain, is published annually by the British Council; 
copies may be obtained through British Council offices and British 
Embassies and High Commissions. 

For every course included in this handbook a student must have 
a good command of the English language. He must be able to 
follow lectures delivered at a pace to which he may not have been 
accustomed, and to converse easily with his teachers and fellow 
students, 


FIRST DEGREE COURSES (see also pp. 283-295) 20.4 
To be eligible for consideration for admission to a university; 
à student must produce evidence that his education has qualified 
him to follow a course leading to a degree, and that he speaks and 
understands English well. The separate faculties or departments of 
the university are also likely to ask for proof of the successful comple- 
tion of studies to a prescribed level in the subject or subjects which 
he wants to study. For British students the usual way of producing 
this evidence is by passing examinations such as the General 
Certificate of Education or the Scottish Certificate of Education: 
some of these examinations can be taken overseas and on page 279 
there is a list of the eight approved examining bodies for the G.C.E. 
Ifa student has a certificate which would admit him to a uni- 
versity in his own country, most universities in the United Kingdom 
Will consider his application for admission, though they may say 
that he will have to pass some subjects in the General Certificate 
of Education or an equivalent examination. It should be kept 
in mind that admission requirements in terms of the С.С.Е. may 
vary in detail from one university to another, and that as a minimum 
at many universities the applicant must have obtained five or six 
Passes, including English Language, one other language besides 
English (some universities require two), and either Mathematics or 
an approved science; at least two of the subjects must be passed at 
the Advanced level. (Most entrants in fact have three Advanced level 
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passes.) It should be noted that London and several other univer- 
sities do not conform to this pattern. Shortage of space makes it 
impracticable to include in this handbook particulars of each 
university’s requirements in terms of the G.C.E., but it may be of 
interest to overseas candidates to know that a very detailed statement 
of these G.C.E. requirements is published in the annual Compendium 
of University Entrance Requirements for First Degree Courses in the United 
Kingdom*, and that an extended summary of each university’s 
regulations about admission is given in Appendix III of the annual 
Commonwealth Universities Yearbook*. 

If a student has a degree from a university in his own country, 
the universities in Britain will normally accept it as qualifying him 
for admission, provided his degree is for studies in the subject 
which he wants to study at the British university. It is often better 
to come to Britain after taking a first degree in a university in 
one's own country, even if one is going to do another first degree 
course in the British university. 

First degree courses in arts and science generally last at least 
three years, and some British universities will not admit students 
for any shorter period of study, though some will allow overseas 
students who already have a degree to complete a first degree 
course in arts or science in two years instead of three. Overseas 
students are, however, strongly recommended to complete a full 


degree course. (See pages 30—31 for a list of first degrees.) 


UNIVERSITY POSTGRADUATE STUDIES 
To be considered for admission to a British university or college 


of advanced technology for postgraduate study an applicant must 
have at least a first degree from a university in his own country, 
and must know English well. But even if he has these qualifications 
he is not certain to be admitted, as the universities accept only a 
limited number of students for advanced study and research. Only 
those who are strongly recommended by their own universities and 
show real promise of scholarly ability are likely to be allowed to 
undertake research. They will normally be expected to carry out 
independent research under the supervision of the university depart- 
ment in which they are working. There is an increasing number of

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SHORTER PERIODS OF STUDY IN UNIVERSITIES 


Overseas students often want to attend British universities for 
short periods without qualifying for a degree, either to follow 
particular courses of lectures during the university term or for a 
vacation course. 

5 British universities vary in their conditions for admitting 
occasional’ students for short periods during normal term-time. 
Some universities will not admit them at all, others will only 
admit graduates; but in general they will admit, for short periods 
but without the right to sit examinations, a few recommended 
students who have a good knowledge of English, and they will 
often supply ‘occasional’ students with certificates of satisfactory 
attendance. Inall cases the numbers which can be accepted are small. 

In the United Kingdom there are no summer sessions, but 
summer vacation courses are organised by extra-mural and other 
departments of some universities, and are open to suitably qualified 
foreign students and teachers. The British Council also organises 
refresher courses for teachers of English in the summer vacation, 
and courses throughout the year on a wide variety of professional 
subjects for suitably qualified persons, lasting from a fortnight to 
twelve weeks. These courses are often organised in conjunction with 


a university, but they do not count towards any degree in the United 
Kingdom. 


TECHNICAL COLLEGES 


The qualification for admission to the courses described in this 
handbook varies according to the type of course. For courses leading 
to the qualifications described on pages 33-34 especially the degree 
Courses, the entrance qualification is similar to that for university 
degree courses: sec page 38. A candidate without a certificate in 
general academic subjects, such as the General Certificate of 
Education, may however be admitted if he has obtained a technical 
qualification of similar standard such as an Ordinary National 
Certificate, with high marks. 

. Many of the full-time courses at technical colleges, especially 
in engineering and business studies, are sandwich courses (see 
Page 33). These fall into two types: (a) “ industry-based’ courses, for 
which students are usually sponsored by industrial firms which 
arrange the periods of practical training and (5) ‘college-based 
courses, in which the college itself usually makes arrangements 
for practical training in industry. It is often difficult for students 
from overseas to obtain admission to courses of the first туре 
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because they have first to obtain the sponsorship of an industrial 
firm; difficulties may also arise for an overseas student wanting to 
join a college-based course. A student should make sure that 
arrangements can be made for his practical training before he 
takes up either kind of sandwich course. 
COLLEGES OF EDUCATION 

There are no special rules governing the admission of students 
from overseas to colleges of education, except to those courses 
specially provided for Commonwealth Bursars (see page 47) and 
other students from developing countries. (A list of these courses is 
published annually by the Ministry of Overseas Development.) It 
should be noted that places in ordinary courses are difficult to 
obtain at present, owing to the heavy demand from United 


Kingdom applicants. 
METHOD OF APPLICATION* 


UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES OF ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY 


(a) Undergraduate Courses 

There is a central organisation (the Universities Central 
Council on Admissions) through which all applications for admission 
to most universities in the United Kingdom must be sent. For 
admission to participating universities and to colleges of advanced 
technology in October 1967 for a full-time, internal first degree course 
or a first diploma course of more than one year's duration, all applicants 
(including overseas applicants) must apply on a prescribed form 
through U.C.C.A. by 15th October 1966, for those who include 
Oxford and/or Cambridge among their preferences, and by 15th 
December 1966, for those who do not. Corresponding dates (not 
necessarily identical to these) will be announced in respect of entry 
in October 1968, and subsequent years. 

When this handbook was prepared the universities participating 
in the U.C.C.A. scheme included all the universities and C.A.T.s in 
the United Kingdom except Heriot-Watt. The universities of 
Aberdeen, Dundeej; Glasgow, St. Andrews and Strathclyde in 
general deal direct only with applicants resident in Scotland; 
overseas candidates applying to them must do so through U.C.C.A. 
(The universities of Edinburgh and Stirling} are fully in the 
scheme).

in the United Kingdom of all countries concerned. (Universities 
may require overseas applicants to submit their applications to U.C.C.A. 
through the representative in the United Kingdom of their country of origin 
(see pages 280-282) or through the Ministry of Overseas Development.) 

Full particulars can be obtained from the Secretary, U.G.C.A., 
29 Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. It should be noted that 
U.C.C.A. can answer enquiries only about the procedure for admission 
to universities and C.A.T.s and cannot deal with enquiries either 
about admission requirements (i.c. which academic qualifications 
will satisfy entry requirements), or about courses offered, which 
must be sent in all cases direct to the institutions concerned, or about 
scholarships. 

To get information about entrance requirements and courses 
a student must write direct to the institutions of his choice at least 
a year before he hopes to begin his studies so that he will have 
decided to which institutions he wishes to seck admission, and 
obtained the necessary application form, well before the closing 
date for receipt of applications (see above). For Oxford or Cam- 
bridge enquiries should be sent to the college of the student's choice 
at least eighteen months in advance. In writing to any university 
or college, it is necessary to give details of qualifications and pre- 
Vious studies and to state what course of study it is desired to follow. 

Where a candidate sends to a university or college certificates 
showing he is qualified to enter a university in his own country, à 
Certified English translation should, if necessary, be sent with them. 
Tf the certificate does not state clearly that it would admit the holder 
to a university in his own country, a letter will be needed which 
does say this, written by the registrar of a university, a government 
official, or the local British Council representative in his own 
Country, or by an official of his Embassy, Legation or Consulate 
elsewhere. (Certificates should not be sent to U.C.C.A.) 


(b) Postgraduate Courses and Research 


The student who already has a degree of a university in his 
Own country and wants to seek admission to a course leading to 
à higher degree (e.g. M.A. or M.Sc. or Ph.D.) or to a postgraduate 
diploma, should write direct to the institution of his choice and 
must not apply through the U.C.C.A.

TECHNICAL COLLEGES AND OTHER INSTITUTIONS 

There is no central organisation which receives applications for 
o institutions other than universities and colleges of 
nor is there any uniform procedure. A number of

A list of these countries and of the 
relevant addresses is given on pages 280-282. Colleges, especially 
those where the demand for places usually exceeds the supply, 
are increasingly requiring overseas students to make their appli- 
cations through such an established placing agency. 

A student should seek information about courses offered and 
entrance requirements by writing direct to the college(s) in which 
he is interested, giving full details of his qualifications and previous 
studies, and stating what course of study he wishes to follow. The 
college in its reply will say how the student should apply to enter 
a course; he should in his own interest follow this advice. He should 
then make his application in as much detail as possible, including 
where necessary translations of relevant educational certificates 
certified as correct, together with a note on how he intends to finance 
his studies. He should apply at least eight months before the date 


on which he wishes to begin his studies.

Students should not count on supplementing their finances 
by undertaking paid work during the vacations; sometimes it is 
possible to get employment during the vacations but in some 
areas this is becoming increasingly difficult. The official university 
view, moreover, is that a substantial part, if not all, of the vacations 
should be occupied in reading and other academic work. Any 
student who comes to Britain to study must be prepared 
to devote his whole time to his studies and other university 
or college activities, and must have sufficient money to 
be able to do this. It is not possible to *work one's way 
through college’, that is to earn a living while studying; 
no student should attempt to do so. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 
Overseas students wishing to study in the United Kingdom 
may be eligible for scholarships granted by their own Government, 
or by universities or other educational, industrial and research 
institutions in the United Kingdom, or by the British Council. In 
ntries, including those newly in-

is very keen.

Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organisation, price £1. 
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Commonwealth Scholarships 


Up to 250 Commonwealth Scholarships are offered annually 
by the United Kingdom to men and women who are Common- 
wealth citizens or British protected persons and who are normally 
resident in Commonwealth countries other than the United 
Kingdom. Candidates must normally, by the time of taking up 
the award, be graduates of a university or college in their own 
country or holders of an equivalent qualification. The awards are 
primarily for postgraduate study or research, but applications will 
also be considered from persons without a degree or similar 
qualification who wish to take a course of study leading to a first 
degree in the United Kingdom, provided that they are normally 
resident in a country where no university or college offers courses 
in the subjects of their choice. The awards are tenable at universities 
and other institutions of higher education normally for two years 
(they may be held for shorter periods or exceptionally be extended 
for a third year). The value of the awards includes а personal 
maintenance allowance, fares to and from the United Kingdom, 
approved fees, allowances for books, apparatus and internal travel 
and, in certain circumstances, marriage and child allowances. 

Each country in the Commonwealth has designated a local 
agency to handle matters concerning the Commonwealth Scholar- 
ship and Fellowship Plan, and every candidate for the Common- 
wealth Scholarships tenable in the United Kingdom must apply 
through that agency in his country of normal residence, ie. a student 
Who is temporarily abroad (e.g. in the United Kingdom) must 
lodge his application with the agency in the country where he 
normally lives, A list of these agencies is given in an Appendix to 
the Commonwealth Universities Yearbook (see page 8), or can be 
obtained from the Secretary, the Association of Commonwealth 
Universities (which also provides the Secretariat for the Common- 
wealth Scholarship Commission in the United Kingdom), Marl- 
borough House, Pall Mall, London, S.W.1. ] 

. ^t the Commonwealth Medical Conference held in Edinburgh 
in 1965 the British Government announced its intention to institute 
a scheme of 150 awards for postgraduate study and training in 
the United Kingdom in the fields of Medicine and Surgery. The 
new scheme, which will include a certain number of Common- 
wealth Medical Scholarships for those preparing for a postgraduate 
qualification, is intended as an enlargement of the opportunities 
for study in Britain under the Commonwealth Scholarship and 
Fellowship Plan, and the awards will therefore be made by the 
Commonwealth Scholarship Commission in the United Kingdom 
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(see above). Commonwealth Medical Scholarships will be tenable 
for one academic year (with the possibility of extension for the 
whole or part of a second year). Each candidate for a Common- 
wealth Medical Scholarship must apply through the local agency 
in his country of normal residence, as indicated in the previous 
paragraph. 

Commonwealth Bursaries 

About 550 Commonwealth Bursaries are awarded cach year 
by the British Government to enable serving teachers, training 
college staff, inspectors and administrators from the developing 
countries of the Commonwealth to take courses in further training 
in teacher training institutions in Britain. A considerable number 
take supplementary courses in science, art, crafts, music, math- 
ematics, and the teaching of English as a foreign or second language. 
In addition, special bursaries are awarded for teachers of technical 
subjects, for youth leaders and for those engaged in the various 
aspects of text-book production. 

Bursaries are normally awarded for one year, but in certain 
cases may be awarded for two or, iu exceptional circumstances, 
three years. They cover all tuition costs, personal and maintenance 
grants and the cost of necessary travel inside Britain. Candidates 
must be sponsored by their own governments, to whom they should 
apply for information about the bursaries in the first instance. 


British Council Scholarships 
The British Council offers scholarships, generally at postgraduate 


level, to men and women from many countries to enable them to 


follow courses of advanced study or research in Britain. The aim 
of these scholarships is to give the scholar an opportunity for 


further specialisation and contact with British scholars and 
institutions rather than to help him or her to gain new qualifications 
in the form ofa degree or diploma. When appropriate, arrangements 
may be made for scholars to study with professional institutions 
in Britain instead of in universities. 

All enquiries and applications for British Council scholarships 
must be made through the Representative of the British Council 
in the country concerned and the final date for receipt of 
applications is usually in late October. A list of addresses of British 
Council offices is given on pages 273-278. Where there is no 
British Council Representative enquiry should first be made 
at the British Embassy, Legation or local British Consulate. 

Scholarships are normally given for one academic year of ten 


months, but they may occasionally be extended to cover a second 
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year. Scholars are expected to arrive by the beginning of the 
autumn term (i.e. in September or October). 

The scholarship covers the cost of travelling to and from Britain, 

an allowance for books, approved tuition fees, a monthly 
maintenance allowance for living expenses and when necessary 
an allowance towards the cost of approved travel in Britain. 
Р The British Council, acting through its Representatives abroad, 
is also able in certain circumstances to assist graduates coming to 
study in Britain at their own expense or under the sponsorship 
of some other organisation, by helping them to find suitable places 
in British academic institutions. 


STUDENT LIFE 

CONDITIONS OF sTUDY 

The intervals at which examinations are held may vary from 
one university to another. In degree courses examinations are not 
necessarily held annually; at some universities there are only two 
major examinations in the course for the B.A. or B.Sc. — one at 
the end of the first year and the final examination. In all examina- 
tions, written papers play a much greater part than oral tests. 

Attendance at the institution granting the degree, оа, 
ог certificate is required, except in the case of external students of 
the University of London, which alone grants degrees to external as 
en as to internal students. External students are examined by the

Privately or to follow a course of instruction in London or elsewhere.

Students for a London higher degree. ; 

Students working for degrees awarded by the Council for 
National Academic Awards must attend the courses approved by 
the C.N.A.A. which are conducted by specified colleges in the 
United Kingdom. Ч 

At universities and colleges of advanced technology the academic 
year or session is divided into three terms of eight to ten weeks 
each. The first term usually runs from the end of September or the 
beginning of October to the middle of December; the second from 
mid-January to about the end of March; and the third from 
towards the end of April to the end of June or July. There are, 
however, special arrangements for ‘sandwich course’ students at 
C.A.T.s. The term at technical colleges is usually longer than the 
university term; normally the first term runs from carly or mid- 
September to just before Christmas, the second term from early 
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January to the end of March, and the third term from mid-April 
to early or mid-July. 
ACCOMMODATION 

A student in Britain who does not live at home usually lives 
in a university hall of residence, in rooms in his college, or in 
s only at Oxford and Cambridge, and in a very few 


lodgings. It i 
that the term ‘college’ denotes a residential 


other universities,

At Oxford and Cambridge students usually live in college for 


at least part of the course. Keele is the only fully residential uni- 
versity. In other universities, residential colleges are the exception 
rather than the rule, but there are usually several halls of residence; 
these generally have room only for a small proportion of those 
studying at the university. Most colleges of education are residential, 
but not many technical colleges or other non-university institutions 
have halls of residence. 

Apart from those living at home most students at British 
universities live in lodgings. "Though it is advisable when applying 
for admission to apply also for a place in college or in a hall of 
residence, since there are advantages in living with fellow students, 
it is possible that there may be no vacancy. Most universities have 
a lodgings officer to help in finding suitable lodgings, and a student 
should get in touch with this officer as soon as possible after his 


acceptance for admission, although final arrangements for per- 
manent accommodation probably cannot be made until after his 
arrival in Britain. Some universities advise overseas students to 
arrive a week or even two weeks before their course begins, so that 


preliminary arrangements about accommodation, made from a 
distance, may be modified if necessary before the students begin 
work. It is important that a student should keep the university 
authorities informed of the date on which he proposes to arrive at 
the university. Many technical and other colleges also keep lists 
of suitable lodgings for their students. 

Furnished flats are very difficult to obtain and compared with 
other types of accommodation are very expensive. Married students 
should remember this, and should be prepared, if necessary, to 
accept double rooms with cooking facilities. It is even more 
ms or flats where children are accepted, and 
students who think of bringing their families to this country should 
have sufficient funds available to pay for tempora: i 
waiting for suitable permanent accommodatio; 
leave their families at home to follow wh 
mmodation has been found.

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It is becoming more and more difficult to find suitable accom- 
modation in London andin thelarger cities, and students who have any 
choice are well advised to avoid them for this reason. In the larger 
cities, especially London, the student must be prepared to live at a 
considerable distance from his place of study. 

HEALTH 

At several universities the registration of overseas students is 
Provisional until they have undergone a medical examination 
(including an X-ray of the chest) conducted by the university’s 
medical officer on entry. A student who does not pass this examina- 
tion is not allowed to attend any course. A student should therefore 
make sure, before leaving his own country, that he is in good health 
and, in particular, that he is not suffering from tuberculosis or other 
infectious or contagious diseases. Я 

A visitor to Britain who after arrival is taken Ш or meets with 
an accident is entitled to use the comprehensive facilities of the 
National Health Service. These are free, except for small contribu- 
tions towards the cost of spectacles and dental treatment. In order 
to become eligible for these benefits a student must register with a 
doctor. These benefits are not necessarily available in Northern 
Treland, where there are special conditions. In addition to the 
National Health Service, most universities have established their 
Own student health service, which, however, provides a compre- 
hensive scheme of treatment in only a few cases. 


ADVISERS TO OVERSEAS STUDENTS IN UNIVERSITIES У 

Several British universities have appointed members Shope 
Staff as advisers to overseas students, to give help in solving personal 
Problems and advice about ways in which a student may derive 
the most benefit from his stay in Britain. At London and Leeds 


these appointments are full-time. 


SOCIAL LIFE AND RECREATION a b: 

At all universities there are many students’ societies and clubs, 
Some concerned with sport and others with such matters d 
debating, drama, music, literature, science, professional topics an 
politics (the political societies do not normally take a direct part 
in national or local politics; they exist for the study of politics 
ànd the cultivation of the arts of debate and public speaking). 

tese societies are organised by the students themselves. Many 
universities hold a special ‘freshers conference’ to introduce ne 
students to student life and societies. < 

There is usually a students’ council or union to which ale 
Societies and clubs are affiliated, and the university freque 


hese 
ntly 
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recognises its position by levying a compulsory fee on all students 
on its behalf, by providing it with premises for its activities, and by 
co-operating with it in matters of discipline and the social well- 
being of students. The union is the centre of social life; it organises 
dances and other social events and may be concerned with the 
running of student restaurants and the provision of common rooms 
and games rooms. 

In technical and other colleges the number and scope of 
students’ societies and clubs varies greatly, but there will almost 
certainly be a students’ union with a number of clubs and societies 
affiliated to it; some of the larger colleges have as wide a range of 
societies as the universities. 

Being a student at any institution of higher education in Britain 
involves whole-time participation in a community, and not simply 
private study and attendance at lectures and tutorials. Sports and 
other out-of-class activities are regarded as onc of the most valuable 
parts of a student’s education. 

It would be a great loss of opportunity on both sides if overseas 
students did not meet the people who live in the place where they 
are studying and share to some degrec'in the life of the community 
at large. Local organisations such as the churches, Rotary clubs and 
many others will invite them to social functions wherc they can mect 
British people. There are also numbers of voluntary societies which 
include social and cultural activities for overseas students in their 
programmes. The Victoria League, the Royal Overseas League 
and the Royal Commonwealth Socicty offer special facilities for 
students from the Commonwealth. The East and West Friend- 
ship Council exists to promote friendly contacts between 
British people and students from Africa, Asia and the West Indies. 
The Student Christian Movement, the Young Men’s and Women’s 
Christian Associations and the International House Association 
also provide facilities for students. (See page 37 for residential 
short courses at colleges of adult education.) 

THE BRITISH COUNCIL 

The British Council offers certain facilities to overscas 
students who are registered at recognised institutions of higher 
education or who are engaged on approved courses of training, 
and who intend to return to their homes after the completion 
of their courses of study. 

The British Council has a responsibility for meeting many 
students arriving from overseas, and its couriers can help them 
at the port or the air terminal. This applies to students holding 
British Council Scholarships (see page 47) and certain other awards. 
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It also applies to students from those Commonwealth countries 
which have attained independence since 1946 (except India), all 
U.K. Dependencies and certain other countries (mainly in the 
Middle and Far East) with which an official arrangement exists, 
provided the students tell their own authorities in advance when and 
by what route they intend to travel. If these authorities then 
recommend the students to the British Council, the Council will 
assist them to find suitable accommodation after their arrival. 

_Any student from overseas may ask the British Council, in 
Britain or abroad, for general practical advice on life in Britain, or 
may attend its Courses of Introduction. The Council produces a 
useful handbook for overseas students, How to Live in Britain, which 
is published by Longmans, Green and Co., and can be ordered 
from booksellers or from the local office of the Council, at the 
price of ts. 

At ті Portland Place, London, W.1., there is a Centre for 
Overseas students and the Council’s English Language Teaching 
Institute. The regular activities open to members of the Centre 
include discussion groups, music recitals, English classes, social 
evenings, and lectures given’ by eminent British people on various 
aspects of life and thought in this country. There is a restaurant, 
library and rooms for writing, games and television. Any overseas 
student, as defined in the first paragraph, whether he is a member 
of this centre or not, may apply to take part in other activities, 
Such as holiday and week-end courses, surveys, study visits to places 
9f interest, and social introductions to British peoplc. 

In those towns where the British Council has an Area Office 
there is either а centre attached to the office in which social and 
Cultural activities are arranged for overseas students, similar to 
those arranged in London, or the Council has an arrangement 
With an organisation, such as an International House, where 
Students can make use of similar facilities. "T 

Students are advised to get in touch with the nearest British 
Council office immediately on arrival in Britain for further details

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THIS DIRECTORY lists the main subjects in which facilities for 
study or research are available.

Professional pilots must generally possess the Commercial Pilot’s Licence with 
Instrument Rating or a more senior licence according to the type of aircraft flown. 
United Kingdom licences, which meet with the requirements of the Convention 
on International Civil Aviation, are issued only to those who complete a training 
course at one of the Flying Schools named below and pass examinations and 
flight tests conducted by the Ministry of Aviation. Details are given in Civil 
Aviation publication C.A.P. 54, published by H.M. Stationery Office. (Note: It is 
the general policy of airlines to accept as pilots only their own nationals and 
training in Britain does not necessarily enhance thc chances of eventual employ- 
ment except in the trainee's own country.)

Barristers-at-Law 
A person wishing to be called to the Bar must first obtain admission as a 


student to one of the four Inns of Court, namely, Lincoln’s Inn, the Middle 
Temple, the Inner Temple and Gray’s Inn; the educational requirement for 
admission is broadly the same as it is for admission to an English university. 
Thereafter, he must pass Parts I and II of the Bar Examinations, although in 
certain circumstances students who are graduates in law may obtain exemption 
from some or all of the Sections of Part I. 

In addition to passing the prescribed examinations the Bar student is 
required to ‘keep terms’ by dining in the Hall of his Inn of Court on any three 


days in each term. 


No student may normally be called to the Bar, in the absence of a special 


dispensation by the Masters of the Bench of his Inn of Court, unless he has 
kept twelve dining terms, there being four dining terms in each ycar. 

Lectures and tutorial classes are provided in the Inns of Court School of 
Law in all the subjects of the Bar Examination. For those who have passed the 
Final Examination, particularly those who intend to practise overseas, the 
School of Law provides a Practical Training Course in the art and etiquette 
of the profession.

In order to be admitted as a solicitor a candidate is required to have attained 
the requisite standard of general education, to have passed both parts of the 
Law Society’s Qualifying Examination, and to have served for a period under 
articles of clerkship. 

Exemption may be granted from Part I of the Qualifying Examination to 
the extent that the heads of that examination have been covered in a degree or 


other comparable examination. 
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The term of articles varies. For a non-graduate it is either 4 years or 5 years 
and for a graduate сићег 2} ог 3 years, depending in each case on whether 
Part I of the Qualifying Examination is taken before or after entry into articles. 
With certain exceptions a non-graduate must attend a recognised course of 
legal education before attempting Part I. 

Concessions in relation to the period of service under articles and examina- 
tion exemptions are granted to former barristers and to those who have com- 
pleted 10 years’ bona fide service as solicitors’ clerks. 

Only British subjects may be admitted as solicitors.

APPENDIX 


ADMISSION OF OVERSEAS STUDENTS 
TO FIRST DEGREE COURSES 
IN UNITED KINGDOM UNIVERSITIES 


To illustrate the general statement about admission to universities in the Units 
Kingdom, which appears on pages 37-39, particulars are given below, for ea 
university, of the requirements most likely to affect overseas applis 
who possess qualifications other than the General Certificate of Education. t 
will be noted that many universities do not publish a comprehensive list of the 
overseas certificates that they are prepared to consider for admission, and advise 
overseas applicants to send them full particulars of their qualifications so that 
each application may be considered on its individual merits. It should be borne 
in mind that universities do not automatically accept as satisfying their entrance 
requirements overseas certificates which would entitle the holder to enter à 
university in his home country (e.g. a Higher Secondary School Certificate 
awarded by a State Board of higher secondary education in India would not, 
by itself, generally satisfy the requirements for admission to a first degree course 
at a university in the United Kingdom). Moreover, where a number of 
qualifications are listed below for any university, it should not be assumed that 
only those named can be considered. 
Shortage of space makes it impracticable also to include below particulars of 
each university’s requirements in terms of the General Certificate of Education
